Three days ago a local detective agency re- 
ceived a letter from the Harrisburg rep- 
resentative of the service a the facts 
about the Rockwell letter and photograph. 
' The representative stated that Mrs. Rock- 
' well had written the letter, but had for- 
gotten the address to which she had sent 
jit. She could not remember whether she 
had signed her own or her husband's ini- 
tlals, but she was anxious to have the let- 
ter and picture returned with the informa- 
tion asked of the photographer. She knew 
that the photographer's first name was 
Frank, that the initial letter of his last 
name was “S” and that his studio was on 
an avenue, 

The local detective agency assigned a 
man to the case, who, after consulting the 
‘directory, decided that Frank Starke of 
3837 Finney avenue was the photographer 
referred to. A visit to Mr. Starke proved 
this conclusion to be correct. Mr. Starke

We have not had in this country 
yet a taste of a complete trust, a complete 
oeopoly, and we cannot tell what will be 
the results of complete monopoly. 

“So far in the attempt to secure a mo- 
nopoly the monopoly has been lwertng 
rices in order to rid itself of competitors; 

ut when it has rid itself of competitors, 
what is going to be the result? My friends, 
all you have to know is human nature. 
God made men selfigh. 

“Selfishness is merely the outgrowth of an 
instinct of self-preservation. It is the ab- 
normal development of a man's desire to 
protect himself. 

“We must recognize selfishness and we 
must so make our laws that people shal! 
not be permitted to trespass upon the 
ri hts of others in their efforts to secure 
advantage for themselves. I believe that 
society is interested in the independence of 
every citizen. 

Society is interested {n this because if a 
man dies and leaves no provisions for his 
wife and children, the burden falls upon 
society, 

“I believe that the principle of monopoly 
finds its inspiration in the desire of men 
to secure by monopoly what they cannot 
secure in ths open fleld of competition. 

“One thing that, to my judgment, has 
aided monopoly is a high tariff. Nobody 
can dispute that a tariff law, an import 
duty, enables a trust to charge for its pro- 
duct the price of a similar foreign product, 
plus the tariff. 

“Now, some have suggested that to, pus 
6verything on the free list that trusts maxe, 
would destroy the trusts. I do not agree 
with this statement, as it is made so broad- 
ly. I believe that the high tariff has aided 
the trust to collect more than the trust 
otherwise could collect, but I do notw?e- 
lieve you could destroy all trusts by put- 
ting all trust-made articles on the free 
list. Why? Because if an article can be 
produced in this country as cheaply as it 
can be produced abroad, then the trust 
could exist without the benefit of any tastS 
at all, although it could not extort so muc 
as it could with the tariff. While some re~- 
lief may come from modifications of — 
tariff, we cannot destroy monopoly untl 
we lay the ax at the root of the tree and 
make monopoly impossible by law. 

“It has been suggested that discrimina- 
tion by railroads has aided the trusts. 

“There is no question that discrimina- 
tion, favoritism, secured by one cotpors” 
tion againet another producer and a rival, 
has been largely instrumental in enabling 
a desired monopoly to tbhecome practically 
a complete monopoly. Now that can Db 
remedied by laws that will prevent this 
discrimination, and when we prevent the 
discrimination, still monopoly may exist. 
The remedy must be complete enough to 
yrevent the organization of a monopoly. 
Tow. what can be done to prevent this? 
“We have a State Government and Fed- 
eral Government, and while this dual form 
of government has its advantages, yet both 
State and nation should have concurren* 
remedies. In the first place, every State 
has, or should have, the right to create 
any private corporation which in the judg- 
ment of the people of the State is condu- 
cive to the welfare of the people of that 
State. 1 believe that we can safely en- 
trust to the people of a State the settle- 
ment of a question which comceerns them, 
If they create a corporation and it be- 
comes destructive of their best interests 
they can destroy that corporation, and we 
can safely trust them both to create and to 
annihilate it if conditions make annihila- 
tion necessary. In the second place, the 
State has, or should have, the right to pro- 
hibit any foreign corporation from doing 
busineas in the State, and it ought to have, 
or has, the right to impose suc restric- 
tions and limitations as the people of the 
State may think necessary upon any for- 
eign corporation doing business in tne 
State.” 

“I believe. in addition to a State remedy, 
there must be a Federal remedy, and I be- 
lieve that Congress has, or should have, 
the power to place such restrictions and 
limitations, even to the point ol rohibi- 
tion, upon any corporation organized in one 
State, that wants to do business outside 
of the State. ‘ 

‘“*‘Now. I vwelleve that these concurrent 
remedies will reach the difficulty, that the 
people of every State shal! first decide 
whether they want to create a corporation, 
that they shall; secondly, decide whether 
they want any outside corporation to do 
business in the State, and, if so, upon what 
conditions; and, thirdly, that Congress shall 
exercise the right to place upon every cor- 
poration doing business outside of the State 
in which it is organized, such limitations 
and restrictions as may be necessary for 
the protection of the public good.”’ 

Col. Bryan at this point read the famous 
circular letter advertising the incorporation 
laws of Delaware. He commented sarcastic- 
ally on advantages set ferth in the letter. 

A person In the audience inquired: ‘Dela- 
ware and New Jersey are both Democratic 
States, are they not?’’ 

Mr. Bryan replied: “They were not in 
R95.°’ 

He continued: “‘I have read this letter In 
order to show you that where a State can 
gain an advantage from the incorporation of 
these great aggregations of wealth, it is 
not safe to place the people of other States 
at the tender mercies of the people of such 
a State as may desire to secure its run- 
ning expenses from the taxation of cor- 
ote ot organized to prey upon people 
outside. 

“One method for the annihilation of 
truets has occurred to me, and, to me, it 
seems a complete method. It may not com- 
mend itself to you. It Is thie: 

“That Congress should pass a law pro- 
viding that no corporation, organized in 
any State, should do business outside of 
the State in which it ie organized until 
it receives from some power created by 
Congress a license authorizing it to do 
business outside of its own State. (Ap- 
plause.) Now, if the corporation must 
come to this body created by Congress to 
secure permission to do business outside 
the State, then that license can be granted 
upon condition which will, in the first 
place, prevent the watering of stock; in 
the second place. prevent monopoly in any 
branch of business; and, third, provide for 
yublicity as to all of the transactions and 
Sasinesa of the corporation.” 


“If {t is unconstitutional and so declared 
by the Gupreme Court, I a min favor of an 
amendment to the Constitution that will 
give to Congress power to destroy every 
trust in the country. The first condition 
which I suggested was that no water should 
be allowed In the stock. I do not believe 
that any State should permit the organiza- 
tion of any corporation with a singie drop 
of water ‘n the stock of that corporation. 
Why should the corporation be permitted to 
put out stock that represents no real value? 
“No man can defend stock that does not 
represent money invested, and only in the 
case of a monopoly can you secure divi- 
dends upon stock that does not represent 
money invested. 

“Wo had a case in Nebraska where we 
tried to. regulate railroad rates, and one 
railroad in our State was capitalized and 
bonded for more than five times what it 
would cost to duplicate the road, and yet 
the judge held that in fixing rates we had 
to consider the watered stock as Well as 
the actual value of that road. When the 
case went to the Supreme Court, a de- 
cision was rendered, which was, in sub- 
stance, that in determining what was a 


eration a number of things besides the 
present value of that road, measured by 
the cost of reproduction, and you will find 
that if the watering of the stock is permit-

fide and that there is no water in it. In 
my judgment, when you take from mopop- 
oly the power to Issue stock not repre- 
sented by money, you will go more than 
half way towards destroying. monopoly in 
the United States. 

“You can provide for publicity, and that 
annually or at such other times the cor- 
poration shall make returns of its busi- 
ness, and when you provese for publicity so 
that the public shall know just what there 
is In the corporation, you will another 
long step towards the destruction of the 
Orrctme of monopoly.”

TRANSVAAL INSISTS ON ITS 
VIEW OF LONDON CONVENTION. 


Accompanied by War Correspond- 
ents end Are Given an En- 
thusiastic Farewell. 


PRETORIA, Sept. 16.—The reply of the 
Transvaal Government was handed to the 
British agent hers, Mr. Conyngham Greene, 
at 31 o'clock this morning. It will be official- 
ly published here Monday at 9 a. m. There 
are no further developments in the siiua- 
tion. 


LONDON, Sept. 16.—Indications from all 
Fources point to the extreme gravity of 
the Transvaal situation. 

Pretoria advices emanating from a Boer 
source say the Transvaal’s reply is un- 
compromiving and that preparation for a 
Stanch resistance is proceeding continu- 
ously.

MASONIC TEMPLE DESTROYED. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY AND A METHO- 
DIST CHURCH AISO IN RUINS. 


Firemen From the First Unable to Do 
Anything to Oheck the Flames, 
Which Have Origin in a 
Printing House,

LINCOLN, Neb., Gept. 16—Fire which 
broke out at an early hour this morning 
caused a loss of half a million dollars. 
The fire started in the North block, occu- 
pied entirely by printing firms, and spread 
so rapidly through the building that it 
was soon apparent that the structure, with 
all its contents, would be a total 108s. 
From there it spread to the Masonic Tem- 
ple, Methodist Church and Webster block, 
which were also totally destroyed. Sev- 
eral small buildings were also burned. 

The North building, a three-story brick, 
was occupied by Jacob North, book and 
job printer, whose loss on building and 
stock will amount to $150,000, and by a 
branch of the Western Newspaper Unton 
and the Nebraska Independent Printing 
Co,, whose plants were entirely destroyed. 

The Masonic Temple, which stood across 
the alley, was a three-story brick with a 
high tower. Besides the Masonic lodges, 
which lose everything, this building con- 
tained the city public library of 10,000 vol- 
umes, the Woodruff Printing Company's 
jant and the Evening Post, the losses be- 
on practically total, and amounting to 
$150,000. 

St. Paul's Methodist Church, one of the 
moet beautiful structures in the city, was 
totally destroyed, entailing a loss-ef $25,000. 

The Webster block was burned, valued 
at $20,000; value of contents not yet learned. 
The Elite studio’s loss is placed at $10,000, 
and that of the smaller buildings and con- 
tents of others not listed above will bring 
the total up to fully half a million. 

From the very first the firemen were un- 
able to check the flames and save any of 
the property in the block. For a time it ap- 
peared as if Herpolsheimer’s big depart- 
ment store would go, but by hard work 
it was finally saved.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—The War De-

OLUME one of “The World's Best 
Orations,” edited by Justice David 

: J. Brewer, Assoctate Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court, and others. 
suggests the scope of what will be a great 
and important work, of which St. Louls 
may be proud, as it is published in excel- 
lent style here. *1t will be completed in 10 
volumes. 

Mr. William Vincent Byars of the A4- 
visory Council on the work, has written 
an interesting digest of the contents of 
this first volume, showing its thoroughness 
and interesting features. Among other 
things he says: 

In the opening volume, as one of the typl- 
cal orators of the earliest of these ods— 
the Athenian,—we have Aechines, the rival 
of Demosthenes, whose phere against 
crowning that greatest of all orators for his 
services to the people of Athens, led to the 
public trial at which Demosthenes delivered 
the greatest of all orations—the De Corona 
or speech “On the Crown.” 

This speech really marks the beginning 
of modern times in a sense that is generally 
overlooked, for it was evoked by the rise of 
the Macedonian empire as a result of which 
the great Persian empire, founded on 
overthrow of the Assyrian, was to be itself 
overthrown, and Greek culture 8 read 
throughout the world from Athens to by- 
lon, from Babylon to Jerusalem and at last, 
through Christianity and the Greek Gospels. 
from crusalom {6 all Europe, all America 
and all the world. 

The work is arranged alphabetically, on 
the plan of an encyclopedia so that any ora- 
tor can be found at once. As a result of 
this most convenient arrangement, Cicero. 
Cato and other representatives of the sec- 
ond great period of Classical civilization— 
the Roman—will not appeer in the latter vol- 
umes, but in their alphabetical order in the 
First Volume. The Post C!assical, Mediacval 
and Modern periods are fully representea. 

For the Post-Classical period, we have 
such celebrated names as Athanasius, 
Saint Augustine and Basil the Great, 
standing for the eloquence of both the 
Eastern and Western Empires, and repre- 
senting both the later Greek and Roman 
habit of thought. During the late Post- 
Classical and Medleval periods, the ora- 
tory of the on is the only adequate 
representation of the mind of the times, 
and in such sermons as those of the Ven- 
erable Bede, Albertus Magnus, SGaint 
Aelred, Abelard and Saint Anselm, all rep- 
resented in the first volume, the student 
of literature, history, politics or ethics will 
find most extraordinary examples not only 
of ethics, but of the operations of the hu- 
man mind struggling to réalize high ideals 
against enormous odds of ignorance and 
Savagery.

Garza also described the extent of the 
force at Bigau, where fully 800 Filipinos 
are under arms. Some of the weapons are 


Mausers, with which the troops on the line 


are being equipped steadily. he sources of 
supply evidently amazed Garza, as it has 
those in authority in Manila. He said the 
old weapons were being distributed to the 
troops in the interior, and that the arming 
of the infantry goes on to an alarming ex- 
tent. 

Garza also reports that the Filipinos, in 
eome instances, were equipped with uni- 
forms of Americans, including the cork

CAPTURED BY POLICEMAN DAVID 
JONES OF MADISON. 


OFFICER SHOT ONE OF THEM. 


Fugitives Were Wanted for Having 
Stabbed an East Side Switch- 
man in the Back.

Dave Jones, aged the youngest mem- 
ber of the police force of Venice, covered 
himself ‘with glory Friday evening by cap- 
turning two negro desperadoes who had run 
amuck all Friday evening at East St. Louis 
and seriously wounded an East St. Louis 
Sswitchman. One of.the negroes gave his 
name as John Ingram and said he lived at 
1616 North Broadway, St. Louis. 

Officer Jones had been notified that two 
negroes were wanted at fast St. Louis for 
stabbing Jack Brennan, a gswitchman, em- 
ployed at the Belt Line freight yards. Of- 
ficers Jones and Jennings are on night duty 
and made their plans to apprehend the 
criminals. Jennings guarded. the railway 
crossings near the Chicago & Alton round- 
house, at the southern limits of the cit - 
while Jonees took his position on the Ed- 
wardsville road, near the Merchants’ Ter- 
minal roundhouse, at the eastern limits. 

Jones had not been in waiting long when 
he saw two negroes emerge from the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal yards. He stepped out 
from a secluded spot and accosted them. 

Ingram attempted to draw a revolver. 
Before he could fire Jones shot him through 
the breast. Ingram fell and his companion 
started to run. Two shots more were fired 
by the officer at the fleeing man as he 
disappeared into darkness. Ingram was 
taken to the City Hall and attended by 
Dr. J. W. Scott, Mayor of Venice, who 
pronounced the wound dangerous, but not 
necessarily fatal. 

The negro stated to Jones while being 
examined: ‘‘You beat me to it,” and his 
pocket was turned inside out by the re- 
volver catching in the lining of his coat, 
which incident undoubtedly saved young 
Jones’ life. 

Chief Hauss of East St. Louis’ took 
Brennan up late Friday night and identi- 
fied Ingram as the negro who stabbed him. 
The revolver found on Ingram was identi- 
fied as one borrowed by Foreman Clavin 
of the Belt Line from Officer Hiller and 
lost in pursuit of the fugitives. 

Brennan cannot tell what motive the 
negro could have had in attacking him. 
He stated he was walking down the track 
and noticed two negroes following, but paid 
no attention to them until Ingram, when 
within a few feet, plunged forward and 
thrust the knife into his back.
